It May Be Our Island. 


Professor T. ©. Mendenhall, of the coast 
and geodetic survey on the. part of the 
Uniteal States and Commissioner King on 
the part of Great Britain, will shortly 
leave Washington to determine the vexed 
question as to which country is the legal 
owner of Pope’s Folly island,- near the 
waters of the boundary line between the 
‘United States and Canada, off the coast of 
Maine. The possession of this island has 
been in dispute for the last century, but is 
now in a fair way to a settlement. 

The discovery has just been made by 
Professor Mendenhall that ‘The first chart 


\ssued by Great Britain showing the boun- 


lary between the United States and Can- 
ala gives the former the island, but a sub- 
sequent ehart gives it to Canada. The 
isjand is not so valuable in time of peace, 
bot in ease of war would be of a decided 
aivantage to the country possessing it. 

In view of his latest discovery, that the 
island, according to the chart of Great 
Britain, was conceded to the United States, 
the professor believes he will have no trou- 
le in settling the vexed question in favor 
f the United States. With‘ this question 
“'tled, the only other important one pend- 
“ between the United States and Great 
Rritain is the determination and marking 
‘f the boundary line between Alaska and 
‘i British possessions. The party whicli 
“ft here in May last have been unable to 
‘coplish much. When last heard from, 
‘he mountains were covered with snow. 
lt is r@t believed that the boundary line 


between the disputed possessions can be 
made for a year, because of the unfavor- 
able weather.

It appears that 
when bank notes were first issued in Bo- 
livia there was a’great dearth of fractional 
currency. It consequently became the cus- 
tom to make change by tearing the bank 
notes into fractions. ‘The banks received 
these fractional pieces of paper money, and 
the custom then inaugurated has continued 
to the present time. Almost the entire is- 
sue is circulating in the shape of’ fractions. 
By a decree issued the banks are instructed 
to redeem the fractions of bank notes until 
June 30th, after which they will not be re- 
ceived by the government or by the banks, 
and will, therefore, rapidly disappear from 
circulation. ‘The substitution of a new and 
entire bank note for the old fractional notes 
is now in progress and holders of torn bills 
are warned by the legal advertisements In 
newspapers to present them for redemption 
before June 24th.

The Sherman law does 
not suit me. It is a makeshift. It will 
not be voted out by the senate, however, 
unless free coinage or something leading to 
it substituted. Ever since silver was 
in 1873 we have had 
trouble with our finances. We will not 
have stability until silver is remonetized. 
You must base your currency upon coin 
gold and silver—in order to have sufficient 
and safe money to transact business with. 
The Sherman law provides that certificates 
issued against silver bullion shall -be re- 
deemed in coin. The president and the see- 
retary of the treasury insist upon redeem- 
ing them in gold alone, arguing that if 
they are redeemed in silver, gold will go to 
a premium. The first and natural inquiry 
is: How do they know this? If they try to 
carry out the law fully they ean tell, but 
not otherwise. Again, if gold should go to 
a premium the secretary of the treasury 
could resume the paying out of gold for 
notes, and thus reduce the premium. Again, 
is not gold considered as the basis of our 
currency going to a premium under the 
present policy as witnessel by the falling 
prices oceasioned by the scarcity of 
money ?”’

Silver Men Are Conservative. 


“The silver advocates are the most con- 
financial men in the country, 
notwithstanding the ridicule heaped upon 
them. If the Sherman act is repealed and 
nothing substituted, you will have fiat 
money based upon the credit of the gov- 
ernment only. Many advocates of its re- 
peal attempt to say that it will be follow- 
ed by free coinage of silver. No one at- 
tempts “o argue that there is a sufticjent 
amount of gold to serve as a safe basis for 
the requisite amount of cireulating me- 
dium, and some advocates of the repeal of 
the Sherman act contend at the same time 
for a repeal of the state banks, so that we 
will have money issued on the credit of the 
different states.

Governor McKinney Would Not Issuea New 


One to a Cashiered Officer. 

Richmond, Va., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Governor McKinney has declined to issue 
a commission to Lieutenant William M. 
Seay, Jr., of the Fitz Lee troops, of Lynch- 
burg, whose case has attracted a great 
deal of attention in military circles. Lieu- 
tenant Seay! was recently cashiered for 
disobedience of orders. His troops after- 
wards Fe-elected him to his old position. 
He appeared before the board of examiners 
of Virginia, and this body, in its report 
to the governor, while admitting that Lieu- 
tenant Seay was sufficiently acquainted 
With cavalry tactics to enable him to per- 
form the duties of his office, declined to 
awird the certificate of qualification re- 
quired by law. Its reason for se doing was 
that it would be prejudicial to discipline 
against the established rules of all military 
Systems, and would place the common- 
Wealth in the ‘position of stultifying itself. 

The board is composed of General James 
MeDonald, adjutant general; Charles J. 
Anderson, brigadier general, of Virginia 
infantry; Colonel William F. Wickham, 
colonel of the first regiment Virginia cav- 
alry, and JTdeutenant Colonel Joe Lane 
Stern, adjutant and inspector general. ‘The 
governor endorsed the papers as follows: 
“The board of examiners having declined 
to award to William M. Seay, Jr., a cer- 
tificate of qualification to perform the 
duties of first lieutenant of Troop C., firs: 
regiment, cavalry, Virginia volunteers, no 
commission will I issue.” 

It has been rumored that if Lieutenant 
Seay was recommissioned the entire field 
and staff would resign.

ARTISANS APPRECIATE FINE ART 


All Day Long the Fine Arts Build- 
ing Was Thronged. 


AND ON THE MIDWAY FLAISANCE 


The People from Many Foreign Climes 
Collected There Had Crowds of Vis- 
itors—The Huge W heel Revolves. 


Chicago, June 18.—There wag not a wild 
rush of people to the world’s fair this 
morning. The Sunday-going crowd made no 
unusual haste. It took its usual Sunday 
morning nap, ate its usual Sunday break- 
fast when the sun was high in the heavens, 
and the glowing orb had begun to settle 
toward the west before the Sunday crowd 
began to pour in at the gates of the White 
City, in- Jackson park. Its makeup differed 
little from the crowd that attended the fair 
last Sunday and the Sunday before. 

There were thousands of workingmen, 
some if them alone, and many with their 
wives and families, including the babies 
and dinper baskets. They strolled about the 
grounds, through the buildings and took 
solid comfort in the wondrous sights there 
placed on exhibition. If any man imagines 
that the wageworkers do not appreciate 
fine paintings and works of art, he should 
have seen the multitude of artisans that 
lingered in the halls of the fine arts build- 
ing throughout the afternoon and far into 
the evening. And when evening came, 
thousands of families crowded the benches 
on the administration plaza and listened 
to the musie of the bands in the pavilions 
and ate the lunches they had brought out 
from their homes. They enjoyed rt, too, and 
and when the closing hiur came they went 
home appearing, at least, to have spent a 
projtable and happy day. 

Hut the art galleries and building con- 
taining works of skill and science -were 
not the only places patronized. The inhabi- 
tants of darkest Africa, Asia and inhabi- 
tunts of the South sea temporarily quarter- 
ed on the midway plaisance, drew crowds 
to witness their wild fantastic doings and 
hear their monotonous songs and 
strange music. The fortune tellers, magic- 
jaus, the camel drivers and dancers of the 
Cuiro street; the Siuth sea islanders and 
the Chinese—all entertained thousands of 
people and thousands thronged about the 
wonderful! Ferris wheel. All day long the 
huge balloon carried visitors skygard and 
let them see the fair and Chicago and the 
surrounding towns from an altitude of a 
thousand feet. And so another Sunday at 
the exposition passed. 

The great Ferris wheel, the Eiffel tower 
of the world’s fair, is to be formally opened 
to the public next Wednesday afternoon. 
Extensive preparations are being made for 
the event. Over 10,000 invitations have been 
issued atl included in the list about all 
the prominent engineers in the country. 
Excursion trains are to be run from Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Milwaukee and 
other large cities. Speeches will. be made by 
prominent engineers and by Mr. Ferris, the 
inventor of the great wheel. Mayor Harri- 
son will make the address of welcome and 
Director General Davis will speak on be- 
half of the worlds fair. 

Admissions to the world’s fair .today 
were: Adults, 54,582; children, 3,094; em- 
ployes, exhibitors and other- free admis- 
sions, 16,836. Total, 74,512.

Washington, June 18.—In the report of yes- 
terday’s proceedings of the International 
Typographical Union, in session at Chicago, 
it was stated that the committee appointed 
to investigate the condition of the Childs- 
Drexel home, located at Colorado Springs,

CARPETS IN A BLAZE. 
Electric Light Wires Start « Fire in the Busi- 
ness Heart of Chivago. 

Chictgo, June 18.—A six-story building 
at Wabash avenue and Congress street Was 
entirely destroyed by fire thay. The struct- 
ure Was occupied by a-onumber of firms, 
whose combined loss aggregated £300,000. 
The heaviest losers are the Theo W. Rich- 
ardson Company, earpets and eurtains: the 
Ginn Publishing Company, the Vase Piano 
Company and A. B. Charles & Co., piano 
manufacturers, Their combined losses are 
placed at about S200,000, RR. S. Peale & 
(‘v., publishers, will $21,000. The 
building was valued at $150,000 and was 
owned by John Quincey Adams, of Whar- 
ton, Ill. It was burned two years ago 
and had only been recently rebuilt.

THE JUDGE CHARGED A FEE 


And Now a Tariff of Charges Is Being Made 
for Extradition Cases. 

Ottawa, June 18.—J. A. Ouimet, acting 
minister of justice, is engaged in preparing 
a tariff for judges appointed to sit in ex- 
tradition cases. He will submit the same 
to the cabinet for approval. This is an 
outcome of the trouble which arose over 
the unpaid fees in the extradition case of 
Harris Blank and Carroll Roswig. i 

There was a zood excuse for some of the 
fees in this case not being paid. by the 
United States. For instance, the judge who 
sat on the case in Montreal is said to have 
charged $20 per day. The statute does 
not provide for such charges: in fact, it is 
a direct violation of a judge’s commission 
to make anf charge in a case upon which 
he sits. Magistrates and commissioners are 
different in this respect. It appears that 
the United States consul general at Mon- 
treal inqufred into those unpaid fees, and 
discovered that there was no legal authority 
for charging them.

It may not be fair to assume that the 
jury has sampled public opinion sufficient 
to diagnose its present condition, and yet 
there is a strong feeling that this assump- 
tion will be entirely correct. 

The Trial Draws Like a Circus. 

If all the people who desire to hear the 
arguments tomorrow are accommodated, the 
court will need to adjourn to some big 
park, where deputies and the police can 
be relegated to the nearest woods. 

About the time the courthouse doors are 
opened, County street will look as though 
a big circus was coming. The story about 
the disagreement among the jurymen is 
all bosh, and originated in the fertile minds 
of a super-imaginative person.

SALARY TO A MURDERER. 


The War Department Pays Regularly an 
Officer ip an English Prisen

A Farm Hand Who Was Shot in Georgia

HE HAD STRUCK HIS EMPLOYER'S WIFE, 


The Husband Came Back Across the Tug- 
alo and Fired, Then W ent to Toc- 
coa and Surrendered, 


Toccoa, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)—L. B. 
Deaton, a farmer, living about eight miles 
from here, on Tugalo river, shot and killed 
a farm hand, named Johnson, yesterday 
afternoon. The shooting was done with a 
doubled-barreled shotgun. 

It seems that Deaton had started hunt- 
ing with his gun and crossed the river into 
South Carolina, when his wife called him 
back, saying that Johnson had struck her. 
Ile immediately recrossed the river, which 
is only about fifty yards wide, his home be- 
ing on the Georgia edge, and went to her 
rescue. 

Johnson had, in the meantime, resumed 
his plowing, and seemed to be drinking. 
Deaton asked him to take out the horse. 
This Johnson refused to do, whereupon 
Deaton unhitched the horse himself. John- 
son started towards him and was ordered 
to halt by Deaton, He did not obey the 
command, but continued to advance, put- 
ting his hand in his pocket, as if to draw 
a weapon. Deaton fired, the shot taking 
effect in Johnson’s abdomen. Johnson was 
immediately taken to the house of Mr. 
William Deaton, on the South Carolina 
side, where everything possible was done 
for his relief, but of no avail. He died in 
an héur after the shot was fired. 

Mr. Deaton came at once to Toccoa and 
surrendered. The above facts were obtain- 
ed from Mr. Deaton himself. No inquest 
was held as Johnson was shot in Georgia 
and died in South Carolina.

WIFE MURDER AND SUICIDE, 


She Folded Her Arms and Coolly Dared Him 
to Shoot. 


Leavenworth, Kan., June 18.—Ambrose S. 
Arnold, head bookkeeper for Denton Bros,, 
grain commission merchants, today shot and 
mortally wounded his wife and then blew bis 
brains out. The family had just finished their 
Sunday dinner when Mr. Arnold, in an ex. 
cited manner, demanded that his wife ac- 
company him to his room upstairs, as he 
Wished to talk with her. Mrs. Arnold took 
alarm at her husband's actions, but finally 
consented .to go to his room. Arriving there 
Arnold accused her of infidelity. She Indig- 
nuntly asserted her innocence, but her hus- 
bunt, drawing a revolver, threatened = to 
shoot her. She coolly folded her arms and 
dared him te do so. Leveling the weapon, 
Arnold fired two shots into his wife’s body 
and then blew his own brains out with the 
same weapon, Mrs. Arnold is mortally 
wounded, and made an ante mortem statement 
of the facts of the tragedy. She has always 
been highly regarded in the community, and 
no one believes her husband had grounds 
for belief that she was unfaithful to him. 
Two girls, aged five years, twins, will be 
left alone in the world as the result of the 
tragedy. The people of Leavenworth will 
care for them, asa neither Mr. or Mrs. Ar- 
uold was possessed of any property.

AT THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


The Endof the Long March of the Child- 
ren of Israel Through the Desert 
to the Promised Land, 


Brooklyn, N. ¥., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Talmage, in selecting a theme for 
today’s sermon in the Brooklyn tabernacle, 
chose one peculiarly suitable to the sea- 
son of fruits, the title being: “Grapes from 
Canaan,” and the text, Numbers xiii, 23: 
“And they came unto the brooks of Eschol, 
and eut down from thence a branch with 
one cluster of grapes, and thes’ bare it be- 
tween two upon a staff.” 

The long trudge of the Israelites across 
the wilderness was almost ended. They had 
come to the borders of-the promised land. 
Of the aix hundred thousand adults who 
started from Egypt for Canaan, how many 
do you suppose got there? Five hundred 
thousand? Oh, no. Not two hundred thou- 
sand, not one hundred thousand, nor fifty, 
nor tweRtty, nor ten; but only two men. Oh, 
it was a ruinous march that God's people 
made; but their children were living and 
they were on the march, and now that 
they had come up to the borders of the 
promised land, they were very curious to 
know what kind of a place it was, and 
whether it would be safe to go over. So a 
scouting party is sent out to reconnoitre, 
and they examine the land, and they come 
back bringiag specimens of its growths. 
Just as you came back from California, 
bringing to your family a basket of pears, 
or plums, or apples, to show what mon- 
estrous fruit they have there, so this scout- 
jug party cut off the biggest bunch of grapes 
they could find. 1t was so large that: one 
man could not carry it, and they thrust a 


pole thrqugh the cluster, and there 
was one man at either end of 
the pole, and so the bunch of 


grapes Was transported. 1 was, some time 
ago, in a luxuriant vineyard. The vine- 
dresser had done his work. The vine had 
clambered up and spread its wealth all 
over the arbor. The sun and shower had 
mixed a cup which the vine drank until 
with tlushed cheek it lay slumbering in the 
light, cluster against the cheek of cluster. 
The rinds of the grapes seemed almost 
bursting with the juice in the warm lips 
of the autuinnal day, and it seemed as if 
all you had to do was to lift a chalice to- 


wards the cluster and its life-blood would 


bemin tv drip away. But, my friends, in 
these rigorous climes, we know nothing 
ebout large grapes. Strabo states that in 
Bible times and in Bible lands there were 
grapevines so large that it took two men 
With outstretched arms to reach round 
them, and he says there were clusters two 
cubits in length, or twice the length from 
the elbow to the tip of the long finger. And 
Achafeus, dwelling in those lands, tells us 
that during the time he was smitten with 
fever one grape would slake his thirst for 
the whole day. No wonder, then, in these 
Bible .times two men thought it worth 
their while to put their strength together 
to carry down one cluster of grapes fram 
the promised land. 

But this. morning I bring you a larger 
cluster from the heavenly Eschol—a clus- 
ter of hopes, a cluster'of prospects, a clus- 
ter of Christian consolations: and I am 
expecting that one taste of it will rouse 
up your appetite for the heavenly Canaan. 
During the past winter some of this con- 
gregation have gone away never to return. 
The aged have put down their staff and 
taken up the scepter. Men in midlife came 
home from office or shop, and did not a) 
back again, and never wil] go back again. 
And the dear children, some of them have 
beer gathered jn Christ's arms. He found 
Uns world tod rough a place for them, 
und so he has gathered them in. And oh, 
how many wounded souls there are— 
wounds for which this world offers no 
melicament, and unless from the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ there shall come a 
consolation, there will be no consolation 
at all. Oh, that the God of all comfort 
would help me while I preach, and that 
the God of all comfort would help you 
While you hear. 

Pirst, I console you with. the divinely 
sanctioned idea that your departed friends 
are as-much yours now us they ever were. 
1 know you sometimes get the idea in vour 
- sonra “er have this kind of trouble, 

ay Your irlends are eut F , : 
eng fi ee oat oft — ee, and 
have all our loved ones gh ean ee 
S in the same lot 
in the cemetery is a natural desire, a uni- 
versal desire, and, therefore, a iBiad tone, 
pianted desire, and is mightily suggestive 
of the faet that death has no power to 
break up the family relations. If our loved 
vUhes Zo away from OUr possession, why 
put a fence around our lot in the ceme- 
tery? Why the gathering of four or five 
hanes on one family monument? Why the 
planting of one CYPress-Vine so that it COYv- 
ers all the clusters of graves? Why put 
the husband beside the wife, and the chil- 
dren at their feet? Why the bolt on the 
fate -of our lot, and the charge to the keep- 
ers of the ground to see that the grass is 
cut, and the vine attended to, and the 
flowers planted? Why not put our de- 
p itted friewds in one common field of 
Braves? Oh, it is because they 
ate ours. That child, O, stricken mother! 
is as much yours this morning as in the 
solemn bout when God put it against your 
heart, and said as of old: ‘Take this child 
aud nurse it for me, and I will give thee 
thy wages.” It is no mere whim. It is a 
divinely-planted principle in the sovl. and 
God- certainly would not plant a lie, nd 
he would not culture a lie! Abraham would 
nwt allow Sarah to be buried in a stranger's 
grounds, although some very beautiful 
ground was offered him a free gift: but he 
pays four hundred shekels for Machpelah 
the cave, and the trees overshadowing it. 
The grave has been well kept, and today 
the Christian traveler stands in thoughtful 
and admiring mood, gazing upon Mach- 
pelah, where Abraham and Sarah are tak- 
Ing their long sleep of four thousand years, 
Your father may be slumbering under the 
tinkling of ahe bell of the Seotch kirk. Your 
brother may have gone down in the ship 
that foundered off Cape Hatteras. Your 
little child may be sleeping on the verge of 
the flowering western prairie; vet God will 
gather them all up, however widely the dust 
may be scattered. Nevertheless, it is pleas- 
ant to think that we- will be buried to- 


gether. When my father died, and we took 
him out and put him down 
in the graveyard of Somerville, 


it did not seem so sad to leave him there, 
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good, old, utiful Christian mother, and 
t seemed as if she said: “I was tired, and 
came to bed a little early. I am glad you 
have come; it seems as of old.” h, it is 
a consolation to feel that when men come, 
and with solemn tread ecatry you out to 
your Testing Sage they will n the gate 
through which some of your friends have 
already gone, and through which many of 
your friends will follow. Sleeping under 
the same roof, at last sleeping under the 
The autumnal leaves that drift 
across your grave will drift across theirs: 
the bird-songs that drop on their mound 
will drop on yours; -and then, in starless 
winter nights, when the wind comes howling 
through the gorge, you will be company 
for each other. Tne child close up to the 
bosom of its mother. The husband and 
wife re-married; on their lips the sacra- 
ment of the dust. Brothers and sisters, 
who used in sport to fling themselves on 
the grass, now again reclining side by side 
in the grave, in flecks of. sunlight sifting 
through the long, little willows. Then at 
the trumpet of the archangel to rise side by 
side, shaking themselves from the dust of 
ages. The faces that were ghastly and 
fixed when you saw them last all aflush 
With the light of. incorruption. The father 
lcoking around on his children, and sayitg: 
“Come, come, my darlings, this ie the morn- 
ing of the resurrection.” Mrs. Sigourney 
wrote beautifully with the tears and blood 
of her own broken heart: 
There was a shaded chamber, 
A silent, watching band, 
On a low couch a suffering child 
Grasping her mother’s hand. 
But mid the gasp and struggle, 
With shuddering lips she cried, 
“Mother, oh, dearest mother, 
Bury me by your Bide.’’ 
Only one wish she uttered, 
As life was ebbing fast, 
‘Sleep by my side, dear mother, 
And rise witb me at last.’”’ 

h, yes, we want to buried together. 
Sweet antetype of everlasting residence in 
each other's companionship. 

When the wrecker went down into the 
cabin of the lost steamer, he found the 
mother and child in each other's arms. 
lt was sad, but it was beautiful, and it 
was appropriate. ‘Together they went 
down. ‘Together they will rise. One on 
‘arth. One in heaven. Is there not some- 
thing cheering in all this thought, and 
something to impress upon us the idea 
that the departed are ours yet—ours for- 
ever 

But I console you again with the fact 
of your present acquaintanceship and com- 
munication with your departed friends. 
I have no sympathy, I need not say, with 
the ideas of modern = spiritualism; but 
what 1 mean to say is the theory set forth 
by the apostle, when he says: “We are 
surrounded by a great cloud of witnesses.’”’ 
Just as in the ancient amphitheater there 
were eighty or one hundred thousand peo- 
ple looking down from the galleries upon 
the combatants in the center, so, says Paul, 
there is a great host of your friends in all 
the galleries of the sky, looking down upon 
our earthly struggles. It is a sweet, a 
consoling, a scriptural idea. With wing 
of angel, earth and heaven are in constant 
communication. Does not the Bible say: 
“Are they not sent forth as ministering 
spirits to those who shall be heirs of sal- 
vation?’ And when ministering spirits 
come down and see us, do they not take 
some message back? It is impossible to 
realize, 1 know, the idea that there is such 
rapid and perpetual intercommunication of 
earth and heaven; but it is a glorious re- 
ality. You take a rail train and the train 
is in full motion, and another train from 
the opposite direction dashes past you so 
swiftly that you are startled; all the way 
between here and heaven is filled with 
the up trains and the down trains—spirits 
coming—spirits going—coming—gving—com- 
.ing—going. That friend of yours who died 
last month—do you not suppose he told 
all the family news about you in the good 
land to the friends who are gone? Do you 
not suppose that when there are hundreds 
in heaven to hear from you that they ask 
about you? that they know your tears, 
your temptations, your struggles, your vic- 
tories? Aye, they do. Perhaps during the 
last wer .you had a boy in the army, and 
you got a pass and went through the lines 
and you found him, and the regiment 
comiug from your neighborhood, you knew 
most of the boys there, One day you start- 
ed for home. You said: “Well, now, have 


you any letters to send? any messages 
to send?” And they filled your 
pockets with letters, and you started 


home. Arriving home, the neighbors came 
in, and one said: “Did you see my John?’ 
and others: “Did you see George?” “Do 
you know anything about my IT ‘rank?’ 
And then you brought out the letters and 
gave them the messages of which you had 
been the bearer. Do you suppose that 
angels of God, coming down to this awful 
battle-field of sin, and sorrow, and death, 
and meeting us and seetng us, and finding 


out all about us, carry back no message 
to the skies? 
QO, there is consolation in it! You are 


in present communication with that land. 
They are in sympathy with you now more 
than they ever were, and they are waiting 
for the’ moment when. the hammer stroke 
shall shatter fhe last chain of your earthly 
bondage and your soul shall spring up- 
ward; and they will stand on the heights 
of heaven and see you come; and when you 
are within hailing distance your other 
friends will be called out, and, as you 
flash through the pearl-hung gate, their 
shout will make the bills tremble: “Hail! 
ransomed spirit, to tif city of the blessed.” 

I console you still further with the idea 
of a resurrection. I know there are a 
great many people who do not accept this 
because they cannot understand it; but, 
my friends. there are two stout passages— 
I could bring a hundred, but two swarthy 
passages are enough—and one Dayid will 
strike down the largest Goliath. “Marvel 
not at this, for the hour is coming when 
all who are in their graves shall come 
forth.”” The other swarthy passage is this: 
“The Lord shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, and the voice of the archangel, 
and the trump of God, and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first.”” Oh, there will be 
such a thing as a resurrection. 

You ask me a great many questions J 
cannot answer about the resurrection. You 
say, for instance: “If a man’s body is eon- 
stantly changing, and every seventh year 
he has an entirely new body, and he lives 
on to seventy years of age, and so has had 
ten different bodies, and at the hour of his 
death there is not a particle of flesh on him 
that was there in the days of his childhood, 
in the resurrection which of the ten bodies 
will come up, or will they all rise?” You 
say: “Suppose a man dies and his body is 
scattered in the dust. and out of that. dust 
vegetables grow, and men eat the vegeta- 
bles, and cannibals slay these men and eat 
them, and eannibals fight with cannibals 
until at last there shall be a hundred men 
who shall have within them some particles 
that started from the dead body first named, 
coming up through the vegetable, through 
the first man who ate it, and through the 
cannibals who afterward ate him, and there 
be more than a hundred men who have 
rights in the particles of that body—in the 
resurrection how can they be assorted when 
these’ particles belong to them all?” You 
say: “There is a missionary buried in Green- 
wood, and when he was in China he had his 
arm amputated—in the resurrection will 
that fragment of the body fly 16,000 miles 
to join the rest of the body?” Ou Say: 
“Will it not be a very difficult thing for a 
spirit coming back in that wo to find the 
inyriad particles of its own body, when they 
may have been scattered by the winds or 
overlaid by whole generations of the dead— 
looking for the myriad particles of its own 
body, while there are a thousand ihillion 
other spirits doing the same thing, and all 
the assortment to be made within one day?” 
You say: “If a hundred and fifty men go 
into a place of evening entertainment and 
leave their hats and overcoats in the hall, 
when they come back it is almost impossi- 
ble for them to get the right ones, or to get 
them without a great deal of perplexity. 
And yet you tell me that myriads of spirits 
in the last day will come and find myriads 
of bodies,” ‘Have you any more questions 
to ask, any more difficulties to suggest, any 
more mysteries? Bring them on. Against 
a whole regiment of skepticism I will march 
these two champions: “Marvel not at this, 
for the hour is coming when all who are 
in their ves shall come forth.” “The 
Lord shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, and the voice of the archangel, and 
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ised, and shall he not do it? Hath he com- 
manded, and shall he not bring it to pass? 
Have you not confidence in his omnipotence? 
If he could, in the first place, build my body, 
after it is torn down, can he not build it 


again? é 

“Oh,” you say, “I would believe that if 
you would explain it. 1 am not disposed 
to be skeptical, but explain how it can be 
done.” My brother, you believe a grext 
many things you cannot explain. You be- 
lieve your mind gcts on your body. Ex- 
plain the process, This seed planted comes 
up a blue flower. Another seed planted 
comes up a yellow flower. Another seed 
planted comes up a white flower. W hy? 
Why that wart on your finger? Tell me 
why some cows have horns and other cows 
have no horns? Why, when two obstacles 
strike each other in the air, do you hear 
the percussion? What is the subtle energy 
that dissolves a solid’ in a crucible? What 
makes the notches on an oak leaf different 
from any other kind of leaf? What makes 
the orange blossom different from that of 
the rose? Flow can the almightiness which 
rides on the circle of the heaven find room 
to turn its chariot on a heliotrope? Explain 
these. Can you not do it? Then I will not 
explain the resurrection. You explain one- 
half of the common mysteries of every day 
life and I will explain all the mysteries of 
the resurrection. You cannot answer me 
very plain questions in regard to ordinary 
affairs. I am not ashamed to say that I 
cannot explain God, and the judgment, and 
the resurrection. I simply accept them as 
facts, tremendous and infinite. 

Before the resurrection takes place ev- 
erything will be silent. The mausoleums 
and the labyrinths silent. The graveyards 
Silent, the cemetery silent, save from the 
clashing of hoofs and the grinding of wheels 
as the last funeral procession comes in. No 
breath of air disturbing the dust where 
Persepolis stood, and Thebes, and Babylon. 
No winking of the eyelids long closed in 
darkness, No stirring of the feet that once 
bounded the hillside. No opening of the 
hand that once plucked the flower out of 
the edge of the wild wood. No elutching 
of swords by the men who went down when 
Persia battled and Rome fell. Silence from 
ocean to beach to mountain cliff and from 
river to river. The sea singing the same 
old tune. The lakes hushed ¥o sleep in the 
bosom of the same great hills. No hand 
disturbing the gate of the long-barred sep- 
ulechre. All the nations of the dead motion- 
less in their winding sheets. Up the side 
of the hills, down through the trough of the 
valleys, far out in the eaverns, across the 
fields, deep down into the coral palaces of 
the ocean depths where leviathan sports 
with his fellows—everywhere, Jayer above 
layer, height above height, depth below 
depth—dead! dead! dead! But in the twink- 
ling of an eye, as quick as that, as the 
archangel’s trumpet comes pealing, rolling 
reverberating, crashing across continents 
and seas, the earth will give one fearful 
shudder and the door of the family vault, 
without being unlocked, will burst open, and 
all the graves of the dead will begin to throb 
and heave like the waves of the sea; and 
the mausoleum of princes will fall into the 
dust, and Ostend and Sebastopol, and Aus- 
terlitz and Gettysburg stalk forth in ihe 
lurid air, and the shipwrecked rise from the 
deep, their wet locks looming above the bil- 
low; and all the land and all the sea become 
one moving mass of life—all generations, 
all ages with upturned countenances—some 
kindled with rapture and others blanched 
with despair, but gazing in one direction, 
upon one object, and that the throne of res- 
urrection! 

On that day you will get back your Chris: 
tinn dead. There is where the comfort 
comes in. They will come up with the 
same hand, the same foot, and the same 
entire body. but with a perfect hand, and 
a perfect foot, and a perfect body: corrup- 
tion having become incorruption, mortality 
having become jmmortality.. And oh, the 
reunion: oh, the embrace after so long an 
absence. Comfort one another with these 


words. 


While I present these thoughts this morn- 
ing, does it not seem that heaven comes 
very near to us, as though our friends, whom 
we thought a great way off, are not in the 
distance, but close by? You have some- 
times come down to a river at nightfall and 
you have been surprised how easily you 
could hear voices across that river. You 
shouted over to the other side of the river, 
and they shouted back. It is said that when 
George Whitfield preached in Third street, 
Philadelphia, one evening time his_ voice 
was heard clear across to the New Jersey 
shore. When 1 was a little while chaplain 
in the army I remember how at eventide we 
could easily hear the voices of the pickets 
across the Potomac just when they were 
using ordinary tones. And as we come 
today and stand by the river of Jordan that 
divides us from our friends who are gone 
it seems to me we stand on one bank and 
they stand on the other, and it is only a 
narrow stream, and our voices go and heir 
yoicés come. Hark! Hush! T hear dis- 
tinetly what they say: “These are they 
who came out of great tribulation, and had 
their robes washed and made white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” Still the voice comes 
across the water, and I hear: ‘‘We hunger 
no more, we thirst no more; neither shall 
the sun light on us, nor any heat. for the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 
leads us to living fountains of water, and 
God wipeth away all tears from our eyes.”

Lawful White Supremacy. 

The leading article in the June num- 
der of The American Journal of Polli- 
tics is from the pen of the Ilon. J. H. 

Pitman, of LaGrange, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Georgia bar, an ex-journalist 
mnd an ex-member of the legislature. 

Mr. Pitman takes for his theme 
“White Supremacy in tlre South —How 
Perpetuated Without Violation of Law.” 
He starts out with the declaration that 
the highest state and federal courts 
thaye sustained laws enforcing the so- 
ial barriers between the races, aud the 
question. of race distinction may, there- 
Yore, be regarded as settled. ‘The main 
purpose of the article is. to controvert 
the position of Mr. Wickliffe in The 
Forum. Mr. Wickliffe, it will be 
recollected, advocates a repeal of the 
fifteenth amendment, leaving to each 
state the power to disfranchise the 
negro, with the consequent reduction of 

-the state’s representation in congress 
and in, the electoral college, in propor- 
tion to the number disfranchised. Mr. 
Pitman thinks that no state would dis- 
franchise the negro under such eondi- 
tions. His solution of the political race 
problem is to continue our. present 
‘friendly and helpful policy towards the 
negro and trust him. Hie points to 
Georgia, where thousanés of negroes 
came to the polis last year with demo- 
cratic tickets, voting with the people 
whose legislature . gave them = free 
Bchools, and whose taxes paid the cost. 
IAs he puts it: 34 

At last the negro has found ont that there 
$s real magcnanimiiv in the law of a south- 
ern state which divides to the races a schoo) 
fund in the proportion of G to 40, when the 
Trejative amounts of taxes pnrid by the races 
to raise that fund are as 18 to 1. And thelr 
leaders are quietly but effectively teaching 
them the folly of opposing withovt hope of 
success, the domination of the white race, 
and making plain to their understanding the 
better plan of choosing between the whites 
when they choose at all. 

Only a few years ago, when color marked 
the line between the two political parties in 
the south, negro candidates for offices resting 
on popular suffrage were not uncommon. 
Wet, when in 1892 the whites were divided 
by the advent of the third party, the negroes, 
instead of taking advantage of the breach 
to rout both flanks, not only refused to or- 
Zanize under their old standards and put 
biack candidates in the field, but, contrary 
to all prophecy, the majority of them, in 
state elections, sided with the ‘‘Bourbons,” 
their once political foe. 

There can be no race problem when 


the inferior fully realizes that the su- 
perior is educating, protecting, employ- 
ing and befriending him. This is the 
Situation in the south today, and the 
negro has contentedly accepted the situ- 
ation, feeling satisfied that he will en- 
joy the prosperity: and fill the positions 
for which he is fitted under the immuta- 
ble higher laws which have shaped his 
destiny. White supremacy in the south 
will be lawfully maintained by the vol- 
untary action of the negro ‘himself. 
These are substantialiy the points 
contained in Mr. Pitman's admirable 
article, which is strongly,endorsed by 
the press, and generally accepted as a 
fair presentation of the coming scttle- 
‘ment of the south’s alleged problem.

he “Father of Waters,” calling 
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progress. But it scaled these lofty and 
precipitous mountain heights, where 
Fremont planted the flag of his country, 
in the Mexican war period. From this 
vantage. ground it swooped down on 
San Francisco and Sacramento, leaving 
death and desolation. in its track. 

Of course the citibs and towns situ- 
ated on the various tributarlés of the 
Mississippi and Ohio felt the force of 
it in greater or less measure. 

Wherever there is filth and vermin, 
whether in the holds of emigrant ships 
or in the overcrowded quarters of the 
interior or coast cities, it finds its 
habitat. 

As the God of the Israelites drove the 
Assyrians, as the rod of his anger and 
the staff of his indignation, to punish 
his elect people for their sins of idola- 
try and their crime of concupisence, so 
in these latter days he appoints cholera 
and other like grievous plagues to af- 
flict the wealthier classes for their crim- 
inal indifference to the wants and woes 
of their less fortunate countrymen, 
Providence is not a back number, nor 
has the eternal God abdicated the throne 
of the universe. 

If certain back streets are neglected 
by the board of health then Peachtree 
and Washington streets will experlence 
the reflex influence of the scarlet and 
typhus fevers that are engendered in 
the dens and dives of those less favored 
localities. Moreover if the greater 
scourge of Asiatic cholera should appear 
in our midst its birthplace will be found 
not in our sumptuous residences but in 
the abodes of squalid poverty, where 
the wolf is always at the door. 

Might not this be justly regarded as 
a righteous retribution for the neglect 
of our forlorn and ship-wrecked broth- 
ers, Whom we have treated as the “dev- 
il’s castaways,” having neither part nor 
lot in our better heritage? 

And now, as ‘the old-time preachers 
were wont to say, we subjoin a word 
of application. 

First of all let the.city fathers look 
to the sewage and scavenger service, 
especially to the yard garbage. Let it 
be carted away to the dumping grounds 
and burned with Gehenna fire, or, as 
our version expresses it, in Saxon 
phrase, “cast into hell fire.” Every 
great city, like the earthly Jerusalem, 
should have its valley of Hinnom. And 
this introduces the further remark that 
the old Hebrews, who practiced circum- 
cision and prescribed frequent ablutions 
and divers baptisms, who likewise pro- 
hibited swine's flesh and strong drink, 
only allowing “a little wine for the 
stomach’s were far in advance 
of us in sanitary methods. It is im- 
portant also to sterilize the drinking 
water by boiling it thoroughly. Nota 
few wells are as filthy, if not as fetid, 
as a horsepond. We repeat, boil your 
water~until every organic germ is un- 
doubtedly killed. But there are other 
considerations thaf must be noted. 
Avoid exposure to the noxious night air 
and, though last not least, keep a good 
conscience, eschew stale vegetables and 
half-ripe fruits and- melons, and don’t 
lose your nervous equilibrium. Fear 
is a great heart depressant and will 
baffle the skill of the best physician.

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Only a Boy. 

“Only a boy,” isa very common phrase, 
and it generally means that a youngster 
cunnot be expected to settle down to 
the serious business of life and achieve 
any marked degree of success. 

This is a mistake. rank Ilagan, 
of Ingersoll, Tex., is sixteen years old. 
lle has just quit school after winning 
several prizes. During his school davs 
he cultivated three acres of land at odd 
times, producing cabbages weighing thir- 
ty pounds and onions averaging a pound 
each. The crop netted him enough to 
pay for forty-eight head of range cattle. 

This year young Hagan has rented 
fifteen acres from his father, furnishine 
all the vegetables the family can con- 
sume as rental. He will have four acres 
of oats that will yield seventy-five bush- 
els per acre, six acres of Irish potatoes 
yielding alqut twenty barrels to the 
acre, three acres of cabbages that have 
9,000 plants to the acre, expected to 
average eight pounds to the head, and 
the remainder of the land is devoted to 
onions that will yield 600 bushels to the 
acre. He is also raising a large num- 
ber of turkeys. 

The boy works only one hand, and 
will clear at least $1,000 for his year’s 
work. He is now offered $1.50 per 
barrel for onions, 3 cents per pound for 
cabbage, and $2 per barrel for potatoes. 
He takes several agricultural journals, 
and is quite an authority on all matters 
pertaining to farming. 

There is plenty of room in the south 
for such boys. They are needed to help 
the old folks and to advertise the fact 
to the world that farming in this region 
is a money-making business, when it is 
rightly managed.

Why Not Try State Banks? 

The Richmond Times says: 

The associated “banks in New York city 
have just agreed, through their clearing house, 

to issue certificates, which they will accept in 
all settlements among themselves as cash, 
based not on government bonds alone, but on 
“hills receivable and other securities to be 
approved by their committee not in excess of 
75 per cent of the market value of the se- 
curities or bills receivable deposited.’’ Thes¢ 
certificates are but another form of state 
bank notes, and are issued to supply a want 
which such notes would satisfy. 

Our answer then to the question stated 
at the outset is that we would allow all banks 
to issue all the promissory notes that they 
wished to issue under such regulations for 
their security as each state legislature might 
provide, and in this way we should secure al! 
the currency that each neighborhood needed, 
and it would be a currency that New York 
would leave to the néighborhood that needed 


it. 

The action of the New York clearing 
house is a strong argument in favor of 
state banks, and, as The Times suggests, 
they would issue a currency in response 
to local deméénds that would not be 
ubsorbed by New York. 

Under our present financial ‘system, 
if we had $100 per capita, ‘the New 
York banks would finally control it, and 
New York. city might have $1,000 per 

ta, while here in Georgia we would 
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have only $5 per capita. Our Richmond 
contemporary gets it down right when 


it says: | 

It is altogether an impossible thing to say 
how much money or currency 4 country 
needs, or even to approximate it. Money 
and currency are as much subject to the law 
of supply and demand as apples or pig iron, 
A country needs a certain quantity of 
money at one time, dependent upon the state 
of its -busjness, and another quantity of 
money at another time, dependent upon the 
state of its business. A locaiity in that 
country needs a certain quantity at ove time 
and a different quantity at another Une, de- 
peudent on the same conditions. 

Of course, even with state banks, 
people would have to go without money 
unless they had something of value to 
exchange for it, ‘That is understood. 
The great advantage of having a local 
currency is the additional facilities it 
would give us in muking exchanges, 
moving crops, ete.

A Tspical Instance, 

IIardly a day passes but the political 
editor of The New York Bvening Post 
engages in some new manifestation of 
humbuggery. It is not the neat and 
nimble humbuggery that speaks for dex- 
terity, but the greasy and awkward 
kind,.that tells how the stoker labors 
and perspires. He has gone so far in 
this direction that he seems to be una- 
ble to engage iu discussion without in- 
dulging his strange propensity for mis- 
representation. 

In The Evening Post of last Tuesday, 
We find a typical instance. The editor 
is commenting on an article in The Au- 
gusta Chronicle, lambasting that jour- 
nal because, according to The Post, it 
has never read the “report of the bul- 
lion committee” made to the house of 
commons in 1810, and he goes out of 
his way to interpose this remark: 

What sort of doctrine is supplied by The 
Atlanta Constitution we showed the other 
day. Its editor, by the way, has since de- 
scribed the Indian rupee as a silver coin 
which, in some mysterious, not to gay mirac- 
ulous, Manner has undergone no depreciation, 
the fact being that the “depreciation has 
hearly reached 30 per cent and is one of 
the most votyrious facts of the preseut Won- 
elaury crisis, 

Now, this is misrepresentation of a 
kind that is never found in a reputable 
hewspaper, and is never indulged in by 
an honest editor, It is intentional and 
deliberate. The editor of The Evening 
Post, for some purpose of his own, de- 
sires to create the impression on the 
minds of his readers that The Consti- 
tution has declared that the Indian ru- 
pee has never depreeiated, <As_ his in- 
tentions must necessarily lack rancor, 
his statement can only be the result of 
a deliberate programme agreed upon 
by the touters of the gold trust. 

Whatever the intention behind it, it 
is a false statement. The Constitution 
as its readers know, has never said what 
The Eventing: Post declares it said. = It 
has never even hinted such a thing. If 
the rupee had not depreciated to the ley- 
el of silver bullion in London, there 
would now be no silver question to vex 
the world. 

What The Constitution did say was 
that the rupee had not depreciated in, 
India, where it is the legal tender mon- 
ey standard, The Post, with a dishon- 
esty that smells of subsidy, takes this 
statement and twists it around so as to 
make The Constitution responsible for 
the declaration that the rupee bas not 
depreciated anywhere. 

It is a pretty mangy trick, but as the 
discussion proceeds the people will dls- 
cover that bo scheme is too contempti- 
ble for the touters ef the gold trust ta 
engage in. 

We present our compliments to the 
editor cf The Evening Post, and assure 
him that his effort to misrepresent The 
Constitution is worth something as an 
eve-opener to these of our people who 
are not familiar with the methods of 
th: agents of the gold trust.

Since the foregoing was written, wa 
find in The Savannah News what we 
must assume to be a rejoinder io The 
Constitution's comments on its remarks 
about the Indian rupee. Our trcaders 
will remember that The News declared 
it had “excellent authority” for assert- 
ing that the silver rupee had depre- 
ciated in India, where it is the legal 
tender unit of’value. According to all 
the rules of evidence, it was inecum)ent 
on The News to produce its “excellent 
authority” and set it over against the 
arguments of The Constitution. In- 
stead of this, however, The News mere- 
ly asserted that the rupee had depre- 
ciated in India, and called on The Con- 
stitution to show that it_had not.

Even the state’s supposedly 
strongest theory of “exclusive opportunity” 
is held by most of the lawyers to have been 
shattered. One attorney in Providence thinks 
the commonwealth has made out a strong 
case. A Buffalo judge also is convinced of 
her guilt. A lawyer in Washington belleves 
the accdsed guilty, but could not vote for a 
conviction on the evidence presented, and tn 
many cities there is an undercurrent of con- 
viction of her guilt, but the teatimony offered 
by the state wiuld not justify a verdict agalpst 
her.’’

Catholtle ehurches claimed for the, Bible as 
the word of God, the superiority of all au- 
thority of pope.and chureh, Hence they ad- 
Vise the people to search in the scripture; 
and when this was done it could not fail to 
Make visible some of the contradictions and 
erroneous statements we find in the Bible. 
The uatural consequences were that the Bible 
was how looked upon with a critical eye and 
4 scientific criticism applied to it. 

The Bibie is uot one book, nut a collection 
of books, written at various times by various 
men. and we only know the authors of seme 
of then by name, while ft is not known wha 
Wrote the other books at on. ere pe y 
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three different canons of the Old 
Testament, while also the New hedtenout 
was not ye co of the same books. 
The 1,500 manuscripts, composing the present 
canon of the Bible, show 100,000 different 
readings of statements and aingie words. 
Consequently we cannot believe in the infal- 
lible verbal inspiration of the authors nor of 
the tfanslators of the Eng@sh Bibie, but we 
believe In the guperiority of it over all rell- 
Givas CooKs, subject to an earkest scientitic 
‘citicism. The great morn! and religivus 
truths, however, contained in the Gible are 
certainly ganired of God as any truch in our 
heart Is today, and greater truths we ean find 
no where than those we find in the Bible.

The Rev. Dr. Walker Lewis preached a 
rousing sermon before a large audience at 
Trinity church yesterday morning. 

The doctor’s theme was a mosf interest- 
ing one and he took occasion to pay his re- 
spects to social Atlanta, and every word 
that he uttered came straight from the 
shoulder. 

His manner of speech was very emphatic, 
and he evidently meant everything he said: 

Doctor Lewis read the following lines 
from Isiah, xxiii, 16: Therefore thus saith 
the Lord, behold I lay in Zion for a founda- 
tion a stone, brick stone, a precious cor- 
ner stone, a sure foundation: he that be- 
lieveth shall not make haste.” 

After a few introductory remarks out- 
lining his discourse, Doctor Lewis said: 

“The late editorial in The Constitution 
on “Too Much Idle Gossip’ is an excellent 
production; a lay sermon of great merit, 
deserving reproduction and widespread cir- 
culation. There is too much gossip here. 

“But from one of its statements 1 entirely 
dissent. When the editor speaks of this 
evil, of its spread abroad, and of the ques- 
tion it will raise in other communities, 
‘What is the matter with Atlanta?’ he sum- 
marily dismisses it, saying: ‘There is 
nothing the matter except the wagging of 
too many reckless tongues.’ Nothing the 
mutter not also affecting other cities, there 
is much the matter here; much serious and 
alarming; much sapping the energy of the 
city, retarding its growth, involving its once 
fair name, and corrupting its morals. Faust 
living is the matter! 

“Here is a young fellow who has in- 
herited, not his father’s chergy and @n- 
servatism, but his money. He means to 
spend it. He can’t smoke less than a 
twenty-five-cent clgar—jt would reflect on 
his station. His dry goods bill is enpr- 
mous—his pants go with the creases on their 
legs. Elis livery bill would support his 
grandfather. Reserved scats at the theater 
are too reserved for him; he rents a box. 
The cars are not ‘tony’ enough to deport 
him; he hires a carriage, After the dreary 
or Hashy performance, he adjourns to a 
midnight supper at $5 a head. His capacity 
for spending the money his father sweated 
to gain is ‘like the proboscis of an elephant, 
equal to anythimg from a pin to an em- 
pire. 

The Pace That Kilis. 

“He sets the pace. His friends of similar 
means follow. Strangers wonder and join 
the race. Costly drinks, costly clothes, 
costly courting, costly everything. After 
the leaping greyhound, a promiscuous pack 
rush on, raising the dust and the devil. 
Then, late nights unfit them for the mor- 
row's business. ‘Coo poor to marry, they 
turn away from the warnings of God and 
the wooing of the gospel}, to follow Herodias 
into the entangling alliance of dishoiuor 
and shame—paying for it in the surrender 
Of manliness, and a weakening will; paying 
for his associations there in the little left 
him, and the much he can appropriate from 
depositors, creditors or employers. Then 
the lag in energy; the unpaid accounts

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The Graduates of the Different Branch 
Colleges of the University 


DO NOT LIKE THE VISITORS’ ACTION, 


As Given Outin Their Recommendation. 
Some of the Graduates Talk Free- 
ly About the Matter. 


The recommendation of the board of yvisi- 
tors to the university, which wag pyjnted in 
The Constitution yesterday morning, has cre- 
ated quite a sensational stir among the gradu- 
ates of the branch colleges throughout the 
state. 

The particular clause in the recommendation 
which has caused the rumpus reads: 

“We insist that graduates of branch col- 
leges are not graduates of the University of 
Georgia, and should not receive diplomas as 
such. The chancellor should not be required 
to sign diplomas of uny students except those 
who graduate at the university.’ 

Since Georgia's college system was estab- 
lished giving the university branches, it ap- 
pears that the graduate of any branch college 
in the state was an alumnus of the State 
University of Georgia and his diploma from 
the branch was as goWl for the degree which 
he received upon graduation as if it had come 
from the University of Georgia. 

The diplomas of al! the branch colleges com 
tian words which indicate that the holder is a 
graduate, or entitled to the same educational 
standing as a student at the Athens university 
of the same degree. The diplomas are all 
signed by the chancellor the same as those 
born away by the student at Athens and the 
degrees are conferred by the chancellor or 
in his absence by the officer of the college 
designated by the chancellor to perform this 
duty for him. 

The graduates holding these diplomas have 
been. regarding themselves as graduates of 
the University of Georgia for so long—and no 
one has ever had the temerity to &spute it, 
that anything like the recommendation of the 
board of visitors has created quite a sensa- 
tion in their ranks. 

Atlanta is full of graduates of branch col- 
leges who have been glancing at their framed 
diplomas for years, thinking of the high dis- 
tinetlon the parchmept gave them in the 
educational world. 

Now to see all those fond dreams dashed to 
pieces by one short paragraph written by the 
board of visitors is more than they can stand. 
They have been raised to belleve the diplomas 
good, and they cannot forsake that belief. 

If the recommendation of the board Is 
adopted the holders of diplomas from the 
branch coltoges will rise in rebellion against 
the university system, which repudiates its 
branches. 

The effect of the recommendation, graduates 
of the branch colleges declare, will be detri- 
mental to the branch colleges and really 
eareels all laws and gets aside all precedent 
with regard to these worthy schools. 

The recommendation denies that the unl- 
versity has any branches and that there is 
no university except at Athens. It jmpeaches 
all diplomas and degrees heretofore granted 
to students of the branch colleges and circum- 
scribes the usefulness of the universitw and 
its branches. The colleges at Athens form 
the nucleus and main body of the university, 
but the branches elsewhere seem to be dis- 
| > 
a. the graduates of one of the branch 
colleges, Dahlonega, is Mr. William F. Crus- 
selle, who js somewhat disturbed about the 
recommendation. Mr. Crusselle sald: 

“IT have read the report of the board of vis- 
itors to the University of Georgia made to 
Governor Northen, which appeared in The 
Constitution yesterday, and IL desire to enter 
my protest against the clause relating to 
branch colleges. 

“It appears to me that the board has gone 
out of its way to insist upon the exclusion 
of graduates of branch colleges from the unl- 
versity alumni. ‘They covtd with equal pro- 
priety select any one of the colleges located 
at Atheus as the university and insist that 
the gruduates receiving degrees at any of 
the other colleges located at Athens, making 
part of the university, were not graduates of 
the university and need not trouble to call 
themselves so and to ask the chancellor's 
signature upon their diplomas, They were 
not sent to Athens to visit the branch col. 
leges and should have made no report or 
recommendations concerning them without 
at least visiting and learning the facts con- 
cerning them. 

“T was in the first graduating class of the 


North Georgin Agricultural college in 1878. 
At every commencement during my _ three 


years as a student the chancellor, Dr. H. H. 
Tucker, Was present to direct the exercises 
in connection with our worthy president, Col- 


onel David W. Lewis. Dr. Tucker gave me 
my diploma, signed it and conferred upon 
my class the degree. His formula as I re- 


member it, was: ‘I confer upon you the de- 
gree of bachelor of arts of the University of 
Georgia and in witness of this IL give you 
the diploma of the North Georgia Agricultural 
college, which bears my siguature.’ 

“During the time in which I was a member 
of the faculty of the North Georgia Agriculs 
tural college the chancellor was present at 
all commencement exercises and while at 
Dahloneza conferred with our body as a 
member and as the head of the faculty. He 
also Chancellor and in the pame of the 
University of Georgia conferred all degrees 
and signed all diplomas and certificates of 
proficiency issued to students. 

“The title to the college building and 
grounds of the North Georgin Agricultural] col- 
lege at Dahlonega is vested in the trustees 
of the University of Georgia ip fee simple. 
The property is part of the belongings of 
the University of Georgia as much so as 1s 
the campus at Athens. 

“The trustees of the university elect the 
president of the North Georgia Agricultural 
college and fix his salary and the treasurer 
of the university pays him from Athevs direct, 
Tie trustees of the university leave the se- 
lection of the other members of the facult 
to the local board of trustees of the Nort 
Gecergia Agricultural college. 

““t need not repeat the various ties and reso- 
lution® and enactments of the legislature of 
Georg.a occurring during the past twenty 
years which bind the branch college at Dah. 
lonega to the college at Athens as part and 
parce! of the Untversity of Georgia. 

“The curriculum of the North Georgia 
Agricultural college was up to the university 
standard in the bachelor gf arts degree, so 
far as it was possible to Teach it with the 
facilities there. It was once the eustom for 
some Of the professors at Athens to visit the 
Dahlonega college and give lectures upon ya- 
rious subjects. While I was a student I re. 
memler distinctly the visits of Dr. H. ¢c. 
White and his able lectures upon scientifie 
subjects accompanied by interesting expert- 
Wwents, and the scholarly lectures of Dr. H. 
H, Pucker, the chancellor. The law has not 
been changed, the chancellor has plenary 
power in arranging the course of studies re. 
quisite for a degree and it ts part of his duty 
to investigate and satisfy himself and rears 
range and direct the curriculum, maintaining 
the ulllversity standard so far as is possible 
= the equipment for scientific ilustra- 

“While I have never considered that I 
graduated at Athena I have always claimed 
my degree from the University of Georgia. 

ow years since the Atlanta alunmi of 
the university tendered to Dr. Bo gs a ban- 
quet, I was invited and did tale part in 
it. I met the new chancellor and explained 
to him that I had never been in Athens In 
my life. but that IT was an alumnus of the 
University of Georgia from the branch loeat- 
ed at Dahlonegn. He concurred fully and 
was cordial in his grecting. I mention thia 
merely to: show how the chancellor and the 
many university graduates here have consid- 
ered it. fT speak only of the North Georgia 
Agricultural college, ‘as am not familiar 
with the other branches, but I presume they 
ire upon a similar footing. 

‘During. the past six years I have never 
known of a visit of the chancellor to the 
college at Dahlonega in his official capacity 
and discharging the duties of his office as 
interpreted by the acts of his predecessors 
and as plainiy set ont in the relations of 
the schools. I do not know that he per- 
sonally objects to being bothered with sicn- 
ing diplomas for the branch colleves. The 
candidates for degrees come to bim by 
resolution of the faculty and of the 
board of trustees. They are vouched 
for by . gentlemen of unimpeachable  in- 
tegrity, and their scholarship is af- 
tested to him as clearly as can be any who 
do not pass under his own hand and in his 
own schoolroom, 

“The college at Dahlonega was established 
in the wisdom of the university management. 
Its doors have opened wide to invite the 
young men of that section and young men 
from all over this state who desire a moun- 
tain location. Students have attended from 
130 counties of Georgia. Why and how the 
board of visitors shonld have aimed this

The Debonair Teacher of the Banjo Fur- 
nishes Music at the Jail, 


HE TALKS FREELY ABOUT HIS CASE, 


And Sets Forth a Legal Proposition—His 
Florida Wife Has Money-—Some- 
thing About His Life at the Jail. 


Soft, dreamy strains of guitar music fill- 
ed the air of the Fulton county jail yes- 
terday, and sent many a wretched prisoner 
to dreaming pleasant dreams last night. 
The light, exquisite touch upon the strings 
was that of a master, and the keen ob- 
server might have detected a vein of sad- 
ness running through the air. 

Professor J, C- Carlisle, teacher of the 
banjo and guitar, was the musician. He 
was rattling the music off on a rare old 
guitar, whose sweet tone would have de- 
lighted the masters. The music had a 
wonderfully quieting effect upon the jail- 
birds. Carlifle was in the front part of the 
jail, separated from the ordinary prison- 
ers, and the men and boys in the tuck and 
iron portion of the prison pressed close to 
the heavy barred door to hear the music. 

Professor Carlisle did not succeed in 
making bond yesterday and so had to spend 
another day and night in the society of the 

@jailers and prisoners. He was in seemingly 

good spirits; was as fresh looking as a 
lark in hig neatly creased trousers, tan 
shoes and generally stylish clothing. He is 
a rather dashing looking man of perhaps 
thirty-five years, heavy features, black 
moustache and a professional air. 

He had his guitar and banjo brought 
down to the jail to him yesterday and he 
passed much of the time making music on 
hia two favorite instruments, He had 
around him quite an appreciative crowd of 
moonshiners, select prisoners and jailers. 
Now and then a moonshiner would modest- 
ly suggest to the debonair professor that 
he play ‘“‘Black-Eyed Susie,” “Bile Dem 
Cabbage Down,” or some other air. The 
professor was very accommodating and 
pleased the person making the request if 
the song mentioned was included in his 
reportoire. 

The gay professor is very talkative, and 
offers not the slightest objection to con- 
versing about his case. He answers all 
the question» put to him and not infre- 
quently branches out on his own hook. He 
talked very freely about his relations with 
the you..g lady in question, and denied 
that he was guilty of the offense charged. 

“For,” said he, arguing it from the 
standpoint of the law, ‘she knew I was 
married, and how could it, be as charged 
when I have a living wife from whom I 
have no wivorce. Humph! The case will 
never stand in the world.” 

He says he has known the girl about 
three years. He noticed her in the build- 
ing soon after he took rooms there, but 
paid no particular attention to her. After 
awhile he became better acquainted with 
her: in fact became quite friendly. When 
the ¢hild was born the young lady’s mother, 
the professor says, told him that. she must 
have money to prevent exposure. 

“Whvy,’ the professor said, “they knew 
mv wife, who js now in Jacksonville, and 
with whom J have not lived ir four years, 
had money, and they tried to get it from 
her. They wanted $750 or else wanted me 
to marry the girl. Of course, they got no 
money out of my wife. 1 had a consulta- 
tion with their attorney. Colonel T. W. 
Latham. and told him all the facts. As I 
left him he said to me. ‘Well, professor. 
come by whenever rou feel like it. and if 
you can ever help the girl at anv time do 
so, [ was never more surprised in my life 
when I was arrested—in fact I ean 
acarcely realize yet what has happened. I 
had just left the girl after a pleasant con- 
versation when the sheriff came up for 
me. 

Carlisle married a widow by the name of 
Mrs. Carroll. in Jacksonville, Fla., several 
vears ago. The widow is said to have 
money. She and the gay professor did not 
agree and separated, Carlisle savs he will

young men, the oldest not 
twenty-seven years of age. They formerly 
lived in Tallapoosa, Ga., but went to the 
bad, and got into jail in Edwardsville, Ala., 
for burglary. The case against them was 
n bad one, the execution of the burglary 
requiring nerve and boldness. 

In jail the two young burglars met R. 
H. Scott, a crook who had lived in every 
State in the union, and who had a pretty 
bad record behind him, Scott was a very 
bright fellow, as well as a very bold and 
desperate one- He was in jail on a charge 
of grand larceny, and the chances of es- 
cape were extremely slim for bim. He 
talked a great deal about freedom, and how 
he would like to be out. 

The three men hatched up a scheme to 
break jail. Fhey were at all times closely 
watched by Sheriff Evans, who kept the 
jail, and to get out they had to use re 
markable care, Wednesday afternoon they 
began work on the jail walls, and sue 
ceeded in breaking through a wali which 
let them into the woman's department, 
Irom this they went into a corridor which 
led to freedom. 

As the men stepped into the corridor 
Sheriff Evans was right after them, but 
the three escaped. William Nolan says 
he ran out the back door, ‘the other two 
gaining their freedom through the front 
entrance to the jail. Nolan came at once 
to Atlanta, where he has been stopping 
with relatives on Factory street. A tele 
gram from Sheriff Evans was received 
here Friday, and the polieemen have heen 
looking for the men. Yesterday afternoon 
the patrolmen found, Nolan on - Factory 
street and arrested him, after some diffs 
vy. He will be sent back to Edwards 
vile.
